Cemoent  accentuates poor deslgn
more than do most other materials;:
consequently care in design s essen-
tial, Unusual structural features
should be avolded; beauty of line and
proportion will furnish the principal
medium for decorative qualities,
Coment {8 apt to be colorlens and
monotonous if used alone; it is at
its best when combined with other
materials.
Used with wood trimmings, it is ex-
tremely pleasing, and makes possible
attractive window arrangements. Ce
ment has a peculiar quality of refloct-
Ing the color of materinle used with
it. With trimmings of brown, the
plaster takes on a brownish tint, while
green trimmings give to it a tone of
green.

SPRING OR FALL PLANTING
Matter of Moment Over Which Ex-

pertt Have Disagreed for a

Great Many Years.

Among hortieulturists in  Tlinois
there 1s & keen dispute as to whether
spring or fall planting of fruit trees
ia better, The preponderance of Les:
timony is in favor of spring planting.
But, for all of that, some of the fall
pianted trees suceecod well; and often
It 18 much more convenient to plant in
the fall than in the spriog. | is the
beliaf of the writer that n person
sending to a nursery in the early fall
for a certaln tree i more likely to
get that tree than in the spring, be-
rause the variety desired is more lke-
Iy not to have been all sold out, The ,
disadvantage of fall planting is that
the roots are covercd by loose dirt
and the roots freeze harder than they
would In the ground from which they
are dug. Fall planted frult treea
should have the dirt heaped quite high
above the roots, and, after the ground
is partly frozen, some litter should ba
seattered about the roots of the (ree
and tramped down hard to keep mice
from working in it and gnawing bark
of the young tree. Horse manure is
good for this purpose and will often
cause the frost to penctrate the ground
only lightly.~Chicago Dally News,
